Hundreds of Cambodians 
Said Killed on Thai Border 


NONG KOK. Thailand, June 4 
(UPI) — Hundreds of' Khmer 
Rouge soldiers and civilians have 
been killed on the Thai border by 
Vietnamese troops operating in 
Cambodia, villagers here and Thai 
military sources said today. 

Villagers said that they saw “a 
field of bodies” when they entered 
restricted areas — that they found 
thousands of bodies strewn on both 
sides of the border. Military sourc- 
es confirmed the deaths, but said 
that the numbers were exaggerated. 
They said that no more than a few 
hundred woe kilted, all on the 
Cambodian side of the border. 

The mibtaiy said that the Cam- 
bodians were among the refugees 
forced back across the border in 
the past few months in accordance 
with Thai policy. They were pushed 
into Cambodia in mid-May, and 
the Vietnamese attack came at the 
end of the month, the sources said, 
adding that Viet n a me se artillery. 


mortar and tank fire struck the 
Cambodians, killing hundreds and 
scattering the rest 

The villagers said that survivors 
ran as deep as six miles into Thai- 
land before Thai soldiers could 
stop them. The area has been 
closed to newsmen since the rem- 
nants of the Khmer Rouge army 
and their supporters began pouring 
in last month. 

Premier Kriangsak Chamanan 
has said that more than 80,000 
Cambodians, including Khmer 
Rouge soldiers, their supporters 
and anti-Khmer Rouge civilians are 
•in Thailand. Some of the refugees 
are in camps supplied by the Thai 
Red Cross; but many are strung 
along the border without food or 
medicine.

The council can only act by 
unanimity, so each nation's sover- 
eignty is protected by its veto pow- 
er. Strongly pro-European govern- 
ments like Luxembourg or the 
Netherlands want to see decisions 
made by majority, not by unanimi- 
ty; but larger countries tike Britain 
and France ding to their veto pow- 
er. 

In the eyes of Mr. Giscard d’Es- 
taing and Mr. Schmidt, the new 
Parliament will constitute the fin- 
ishing touch to EEC institutions. 
Europe will develop its executive 
branch in the European Council, 
whose de c isions are implemented 
by the EEC Commission in Brus- 
sels. The European Parliament will 
focus public opinion about the gov- 
ernments’ policies and priorities 
and about tire commission's admin- 
istration. The European Court of 
Justice at The Hague, which rules 
on disputed interpretations of the 
Treaty of Rome, which set up the 
EEC completes the triad. 

Looking ahead. Mr. Giscard 
d’Estaing sees the next step as an 
overhaul of the EEC Commission's 
cumbersome bur eaucr atic machin- 
ery. The need to streamline deci- 
sion-making is urgent because the 
EEC has just admitted Greece to 
the Common Market and is com- 
mitted to taking in Spain and Por- 
tugal in the early 1980s. 

In all these EEC decisions, the 
political key is the partnership of 
France and West Germany. For 
both governments, Europe — al- 
ready a big internal market — is 
increasingly important as a trading 
bloc with Africa and the Middle 
East, which have the energy sources 
and raw materials lacking in 
Europe. 

The two governments' strengths 
and vulnerabilities dovetail The 
West Germans, with their econom- 
ic might and national unity, bare 
become again the powerhouse of 
Europe. But they remain hesitant 
about wielding political power 
openly for fear of stirring up re- 
sentment in both West and East 
Eu rop e. They prefer to let the 
French play the public role. 

France is happy to draw upon

It now looks as if OPEC's official price will 
be raised by another IS percent this month, 
or even more if the oil-hungry nations do not 
mind their consumption in the next few 
weeks. Predictably, the increase will be a

The restraint of the United States meant 
that U.S. consumers were absorbing- about 
two-thirds of the worldwide shortfall, and 
this became a heavy political burden.

Most OPEC crude is delivered. to refineries 
at prices established by long-term contract 
But 5 to 10 percent of it is sold on a “spot” 
basis that allows the exporter or private bro- 
kers to bargain by the tanker load. And it is 
to this spot market that the importing na- 
tions must turn in a pinch for extra supplies. 


Yet another few billion dollars for spot oil 
will not break the US. economy. The real 
danger is that the higher spot prices will 
cause the .OPEC nations to keep raising pric- 
es on the bulk of their cal exports. Why 
charge only . $15, influential Saudis argue, 
when speculators are getting $36? 

Are we condemned to watch all this help- 
lessly? Some Western cal experts are calling 
for another attemptto put a lid on spot pric- 
es before OPEC meets this month. It is worth 
a try, if only to deny OPEC a pretext for 
price-gouging. But such restraint is unlikely 
to be sustained for very long; a workable 
conservation scheme requires agreement on 
how the shortages are to be allocated among 
consuming nations.

Last March, in an informal agreement 
among major importers, the Carter adminis- 
tration asked U.S. oil companies to stay out 
of the spot market, to prevent its prices from 
going through the roof.

Among the measures 
planned are a temporary shift from oil to 
natural gas by industry and utilities; greater 
use of coal to generate electricity, and greater 
oil production in Alaska and California. But 
gasoline consumption, which rose sharply 
last winter before any hints of shortage at the 
pump, must be kept from growing.

Yet the pope’s “pilgrimage” indicates 
more than the historical and political forces 
at play. An extraordinary personality, au- 
thentic and resonant, has been unfolding 
since Karol Jozef Wqjtyfc became Pope John 
Paul II last October. His trip has already 
shown he has a politician’s touch with the 
common people. A rare sense of public the- 
ater has been harnessed to his determination 
to try to make the church live and vibrant to 
the -faithful, especially the young. On some 
matters of vital social concern to Catholics 
and npn-Catholics alike around the world, he 
has taken unfortunate positions. But his in- 
tellectuality does give him an added way to 
make his faith relevant and competitive in a 
world of diverse distractions and ideologies. 
And having lived under fascism as well as 
Communism, he has unmatched personal 
credentials for evaluating secular power. 


In sum, John Paul II projects a sense of 
being uniquely qualified to strike a new relig- 
ious-secular balance.

How to Hurt Sadat

B OSTON -r As Egypt’s Presi-

But after a month of low-key and 
largely unfocused deba t e on bridg- 
ing the gap between industrialized 
northern co u nt rie s and the devdop- 
ing countries of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America, the fifth session of 
the UN Conference on Trade and 
Development ended with little ac- 
complished ^eyond a greemen t to 
send major unresolved issues back 
to UNCTAD headquarters in Ge- 
neva for more efficient study and 
more conferences. 

Industrial countries, preoccupied 
with domestic economic troubles, 
were in no mood to agree to the 
structural changes sought by devel- 
oping countries to set up a new in- 
ternational economic order in 
which wealth and economic power 
would shift to poor countries 
through an intemanonal apparatus 
that was never defined. 

The conference pointed tip the 
ideological intransigence of devel- 
oped countries content with im- 
proving on free market forces to 
spar development around the 
globe, and the frustration of the de- 
veloping countries, which renamed 
rigid in their rhetoric in favor of 
more international planning to 
bring about a new order by decree. 

“We couldn’t even find agree- 
ment on describing the state of af- 
faire in the world economy today," 
said Otto Lambedorif. West Ga- 
mut wwiMw for economic affairs. 
He was referring to the key hem in 
negotiations that were intended to 
acmhlwh a framework for a special 
UN session next year on launching 
a third development decade.

Specifi- 
cally. pre-UNCTAD agreement to 
establish a common fund for com- 
modities. with which developing 
countries could stockpile raw mate- 
rials when demand was kw and sell 
them when prices were relatively 
high, was endorsed by most delega- 
tions here. 

Most or the details of the com- 
mon fund have yet to be agreed 


upon, but its acceptance in princi- 
ple by most countries here was seen 
as a step forward. A special facet of 
the fund, a so-called second win- 
dow through which ooo -commodi- 
ty-producing countries would 
receive aid funds to adjust for ris- 
ing commodity prices, received 
more than SI 00 million in pledges 
from developed and devriopwg 
countries.

A study of more than 1,000 nurs- 
ing-home patients has found that 
doctors and nurses often let pa- 
tients die. 

The study’s authors, a doctor 
and a statistician at the University 
of Washington, say that their find- 
ings seem to refute the common ac- 
cusation that doctors too often pro- 
long life at any cost 

In fact many doctors concede, 
they sometimes consciously let a 
painful life end. 

In the current issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine, Dr. 
Norman Brown ' and Donovan 
Thompson tell bow they studied 
the charts of 1,256 patients in nine 
Seattle nursing mid retirement 
homes. Over two years, 190 devel- 
oped a high or continuing fever at 
sometime. 

But active treatment — use of 
antibiotics or hospitalization or 
both — was ordered fra only 109. 
No such treatment was ordered for 
81 patients, or more than 40 per- 
cent. Of those united. 9 percent 
died. Of the untreated, 59 percent 
died. 

‘Intentional Plan’ 

Dr. Brown and Mr. Thompson 
concluded that the decision not to 
treat some fevers “was part of an 
intentional plan by doctors and 
nurses."

Dr. Brown and Mr Thompson 
said that they hoped their studs 
would encourage doctors, patients 
and families to open dialogues on 
the subject of when not to treat. 

It has been his experience. Dr 
Brown said, that when asked for 
advice, families usually give an- 
swers ranging from "treat or "do 
not treat" to “you're the doctor" or 
"do not treat but do not tell us 
. . Most often, he said, families 
wont the doctor to take the ulu- 
mate responsibility. 

Most doctors apparently are will- 
ing. The Seattle researchers said 
that two recent surveys of health 
professionals found that 50 to 70 
percent “are disposed to withdraw* 
or withhold life-prolonging treat- 
mem" in some cases and 30 percent 
would favor euthanasia in some cir- 
cumstances. 

Dr. Arnold Reiman, editor of the 
New England Journal of Media ne.

knows there is “a lime to recognize 
that further resistance would be in- 
humane as well as futile."

Sorrel: The Soup and Fish Subject of Occasional Bitter Words 


TJARIS — “There are few coun- 
1 tries where sorrel is as much 
liked as in France,* 1 Georges Gi- 
bault wrote in his “Histoire des 
Legumes.” He could have added 
Belgium. “In England, and in coun- 
tries where English is spoken, this 
vegetable does not seem to be 


popular.'* The prejudice went far 
' e English " 


back. In 1699 the English Dr. List- 
er, on an official mission to France, 
was surprised to find how abun- 
dantly sorrel was cultivated in the 
region of Paris. 

“There is so much taste for sorrel 
here,” be wrote, “that I have seen 
whole acres devoted to it. For that 
matter, nothing is healthier, and 
this could very well substitute for 
the lemon in the treatment of scur- 
vy and its related afflictions.” 

Yet in the dime of Henry VII. 
sorrel had been appreciated in Brit- 
ain, where it was used in salads or 
as cooking greens- All the early 
English herbalists wrote of it, but 
later reports are contradictory. 
One, dated 1807, said sorrel was 


common ' in England; another, 
dated 1874, asserted that it had 
fallen out of favor many years 
before. It was remarked somewhat 
sniffishly that “in Ireland, it is 
largely consumed by the peasan- 
try,” and “seems to be particularly 
relished by the Hebrideans.” In 
America it seems to have been used 
more commonly at the beginning of 
the 19tb century than it is now. 
(When 1 returned to the United 
States in 1940 after 13 years in 
France and wanted sored, I had to 
grow it myself). 


Sugar the Culprit? 

Could it be that the great in- 
crease in the use of granulated cane 
sugar in the mia-19th century 
caused both England and America 
to modify their cuisines in a direc- 
tion incompatible with add tastes? 
Sorrel is common enough in coun- 
tries that do not object to addity in 
food, in northern Europe, for 
instance. Sorrel is relished on the 
shores of Alaska's Kotzebue 
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Sound, and it is also among the 
foods of China and Japan. In India 
it is relished in soups and omelets. 

Sorrel is a plant of northern 
Eurasia, of the genus Rum ex. 
which includes about 100 species of 
sorrels and docks. There is some- 
times disagreement about which is 
which, and also about which popu- 
lar name should be attached to 
which scientific names. The one 
point of agreement seems to be on 
Rumex acetosa, which everyone ex- 
cept the Encylopedia Bntannica, 
which calls it garden sorrel, refers 
to simply as sorrel (although it is 
sometimes called “sour dock”). 

Gibault makes a subtle distinc- 
tion by remarking that today’s 
common sorrel is "descended” 
from Rumex acetosa, a name he ap- 
parently wants to reserve for wild 
sorrel. It does not really matter. Al- 
though botanists have ■ developed 
many improved varieties, there is 
less difference between wild and 
cultivated sorrel than for almost 
any other food plant. The improve- 
ments are often valid only as long 
as the first generation of plants stiQ 
lives (sorrels are perennials); their 
seeds often give rise to plants which 
revert to the wild types. 


(“Edible Plants of the World”), Ru- 
mex acetosa has given way to the 
bitterer Rumex scut at us, which he 
calls garden sorrel and Gibault 
calls round sorrel; but Sturtevam 
may.be thinking only of En gland. 
where "this species appeared in 
1596. 


Gibault may have been 
only of France; he seems to 
that improved varieties there 
stemmed from Rumex montanus 
(alias Rumex arifolius), which Stur- 
tevant calls French sorrel, known 
in Fiance since the 18th century as 
virgin sorrel because it does not,

Alaskan Indians are fond of Oxy- 
gia digyna, chopped up with scurvy 
grass or watercress, and fermented. 
Species of the related Oxalis genus 
can all be called lady's sorrel or 
wood sorrel, according to the Bri- 
tannia. but Oxalis acetosella is dis- 
tinguished from the others by being 
called sheep. sorrel in Africa, which 
leads to the suspicion that it is the 
same plant as Rumex acetosella.

w THEN ALL is said and done. 

W WOiiara Styron’s autobio- 
graphical novel, “Sophie's Choice,” 
is a stunning achievement. But 1 
must say it Had me worried for a 
while. Apparently, it had Styron 
worried, too. In a survey of concen- 
tration c»mp literature that he un- 
dertakes while preparing to write 
about his beloved Sophie Zawis- 
towska, Styron’s persona (“Call me 
Stingo”) comes across George 
Steiner's collection of essays, “Lan- 
and Silence.” Brooding over 
issues that Steiner raises, 

malms about 
vriting uct 

Holocaust. Yet finally be disagrees 
with Steiner- “I cannot accept 
Steiner’s suggestion that silence is 
the answer, that it is best “not to 
add the trivia of literary, sociologi- 
cal debate to the unspeakable.’ Nor 
do 1 agree with the idea that ‘In the 
presence of certain realities!, art is 
trivial or impertinent.’ ” So he goes 
ahead and writes “Sophie’s 
Choice,” which is to say he went 
ahead and wrote the novel we are 
reading. 

Misgivings 

But reading Styron’s first novel 
since “The Confessions of Nat 
Turner” appeared in 1967, a reader 
can’t help sharing Styron’s (and 
Steiner’s) misgivings. Stingo seems 
such an unlikely person to tell 
Sophie’s story. He is young, inno- 
cent, filled with romantic sexual 
yearning, and haunted by the 
Southern American past when, in 
1947, he moves into Yetta Zimmer- 
man’s rooming house in the Flat- 
bush section of. Brooklyn, and dis- 
covers, from the furious sound of 
their lovemaking, that Sophie and 
her Lenny Bruce-like partner, 
Nathan Landau, inhabit the room 
directly overhead. He hardly seems 
like the sort to become obsessed 
with file Eastern European experi- 
ence. 

Worse; the form in which 
tdls Sophie’s story seems 
inappropriate to the ineffable hor- 
ror of her concentration camp 
sufferings. For the novel we are 
reading is almost Gothic in its arti- 
ficiality, full -as -it is of dark fore- 
bodings designed to hold the read- 
er’s interest m a somewhat convo- 
luted plot, and cast as. these 
forebodings are in a prose style at 
janing variance with the banality 
that Styron himself endorses as the 
essence of Nazi evil " 

For example: “I drifted off to 
sleep, but slept uneasily, indeed 
chaotically . . . then again I fell 
asleep, only to wake with a start 
just Wore dawn, in the dad si- 
lence of that hour, with pounding 
heart and an icy chin, staring np at 
my ceding above which Sophie 
slept, understanding with a 
drainer’s fierce clarity that she was 
doomed.” It is as if ute evil that is 
playing itself out in Sophie’s sado- 
masochistic love aifair with 
Nathan, were akin to the curse pa 
the House of Usher. 

But happily enough, such ap- 
prehensions turn out to be unwar- 
ranted. As the book, moves gradual- 
ly closer to the : daifc. heart of 
Sophie’s suffering at Auschwitz, it 
becomes clear that Stingo’s role as 




narrator is largely ironic. It 
that Styron has reasoned: u m 
tends to trivialize the Holocan*t;§ 
might as well use that tendency i* 



Besides, Styron has several 
portani. points to make by filtering 
Sophie's story through Stingo’s ro§ 
mantic sensibilities. One of tbetoi?

The Downs, a gently rolling vast 
stretch of suburban greenery, are 
thronged, on the day of the ruse, 
with spectators even climbing atop 
rented double-decker buses that 
line the long finish.

Foreign interest in the 200th 
Derby has been extraordinary, Nd-

and other tourists expected in force 
from the United States, Australia 
and Japan. > 

The Place to Be 

“Everybody wants to be here,” 
be said proudly before explaining 
that he had made two trips .to the 
United States to try to cool enthusi- 
asm. “What the Americans say is, 
‘If we come, w want a seat’ We 
simply do not have seats. 

“The grandstands have a total 
capacity of 18,000, including those 
standing. There are actually 2,000 
seats, and those were all sold by 
last Christmas.” 

A seat for the day’s races, one of 
only nine programs all season, 
costs about $35. 

The seating total does not in- 
dude the club enclosure, where the 
full fig of morning dress is required 
tor men. “And if a gentleman is in 
morning dress and his bird is in- 
jeans, he gets in but she doesn’t," 
Nelligan said. “For women it’s day 
dress and a hat." 

As he spoke, still days before the 
Derby, the Downs were already 
dotted with inhabitants. Eriglanas 
gypsies traditionally gather here for 
the week or the race, and the ap- 
proach roads are always lined with 


fortunetellers’ stands. Breweries 
were erecting circus teats to supply 
beer to the hordes of awaited pic- 
nickers and incidentally to provide 
them with shelter from the wind, 
cold and rain that can mean a June 
day in England. Bookmakers' 
stalls, with the chalked odds, were 
beginning to rise, the Ferris wheel 
was already in place near the Tat- 
tenham Comer turn of the track, 
and assorted games of chance were 
moving in. 

Ancient Carnival 

The show at the Royal Academy 
makes it plain that this has been 
the scene for 200 years. 

“The whole world was at Epsom 
yesterday,” the Times of -London 
reported of Derby Day 1829, “min- 
gled together in inextricable confu- 
sion — giants, dwarfs, peers, black- 
legs etc.” The “etc.” included what 
the Times called “persons couaHy 
intent upon rhea ting and being 
cheated.” 

And the show’s scholarly cata- 
logue quotes Charles Dickens as 
having said in 1851, “On Derby 
Day, a population rolls and surges 
and scrambles through the place 
that may be counted in mflfions." 

The paintings tell the same story, 
concentrating more on the throng 
than on the horses. 

Explaining his drawing, “The 
Race Meeting — the Gambler," Sir 
John Millais described his visit in 
1853: “Such tragic scenes I saw on 
the course. . Jn another carriage I 
saw a woman crying bitterly, evi- 
dently a paramour of the man who 
was languidly lolling in the 
cushions flushed with drink, and 
trying to look unconcerned at the 
woman’s grief. This was probably 
caused by a notice that his losses 
that day obliged him to do. without 
her society for the future.” 

Finally, an engraving from 1871 
shows an acrobat on a pole amid 
the crowd on the rail, gypsy tents 
and tethered livestock, a perform- 
ing monkey, minstrels, various bun- 
co games in progress, touts and 
swells. Except for the monkey, the 
engraving -might have hcen made 
last year. .

Lou Little’s Favorite Football Games 


By Red Smith 

NEW YORK, June 4 (NYT) — 
In the football game Lou Little 
loved to tdl about, be played tackle 
for a Pennsylvania team that lost to 
Dartmouth. 20-19, in the Polo 
Grounds in New York in 1919. 
Like Lon, who had been a captain 
of infantry in World War L the top 
players on ]both sides were several 
years older and many degrees 
tougher than the average under- 
graduate. 

• “Dartmouth," Lou recalled, 
“had Jim Robertson, who got a 
broken leg; Laddy Meyers, whose 
collar bane was broken; Swede 
Youngstrom, Jack Cannell, Cuddy 
Murphy, Bill Cunningham, later a 
newspaper columnist In Boston, 
and Gus Sonnenberg, who went 
into professional wrestling and was 
' heavyweight champion of the 
world. Our captain was Bert Bell, 
who became commissioner of the 
National Football League. 

“Our tackle playing opposite 
Cuddy Murphy was John Trad, a 
real man and a real gentleman. Be- 
tween plays he spoke to me about 
the way Murphy was behaving, so 
we exchanged positions for one 
play. I said to Murphy, “Why don’t 
you just play football? Why don’t 
you leave this man alone?’ He said 
nothing at all. He just shot a stream 
of tobacco juice past my nose. 

Reversed His Field 

“ ‘Look, John.’ 1 said to Titze l , 
‘I’ve got all 1 can take care of over 
on my side with that Sonnenberg. 
You take care of it over hoe.’ 

“I started that game without a 
head gear or (high pads. After the 
first play, I got the head gear on in 
a hurry. Between halves I could 
hardly puli the pads on. my thighs 
were so swollen. Tiny Maxwell, 
who was one of the officials, and 
Doc Spears, the Dartmouth coach, 
got into a fist fight Dartmouth lost 
six men. We lost one with an injury 
and one put out by the referee.

Born 
Luigi Piccolo, Lou had the noblest 
of Roman features. ‘Big-Nose 


Louie' was Toots Star's pet name 
for him. 

Gene Rossi des, now an attorney 
in Washington, was at Columbia 
for a class reunion on the weekend. 
Gene and those who played with 
him at Columbia in the late 1940s 
had read of their old coach’s death 
a few days earlier in Delray Beach, 
Fla. It isn’t hard to guess what they 
talked about when they got togeth- 
er on Mornings! de Heights. 

It goes without saying that some- 
body mentioned the Army game of 
1947. That was the year Rossides 
and Lou Kusserow were living it up 
in the Columbia backfidd, as gifted 
and versatile as any two backs in 
the land. Their captain and leader 
was B0J Swiacki, an end whose spe- 
cial talent was best described by 
Bill Heinz of the New York Eve- 
ning Sun. 

“lie catches passes." Bill said, 
“the way other people catch the 
common arid. He knows where he 
gets some of them, and the rest he 
just picks up in a crowd." 

Army had gone through three 
seasons without defeat.

History can't say the same for Hugh Foot, 
Lord Caradoa, who moved from Jordan to 
Nigeria to Cyprus to Jamaica in all the sword- 
bearing, polo-playing splendor of the raj, but 
always just a step ahead of the sun, winch was 
setting on empires British and American. He 
was a colonial governor who ran out of 
colonies," Prime Minister Harold Macmfllan 
said.

- Fair play: In the world of Cambodia, and 
Gulags and South AEricas and Ugandas, the 
notion is .so quaint as tobe puzzling.

Lord Caradoa: “I fike to thfak " 
we played reasonably fair, not 
Eke the French in Algeria.” 


not like the French in Algeria,” he says. “But 
nowadays, 1 think you can take it on the 
whole that any political prisoner is tortured. 
You can't be surprised it happens. They have 
information which is needed — it's a very 
powerful argument.” 

Nor has Lord Caradon assumed the mantle 
of guilt so fashionable among some American 
liberals who boast of our empire by flogging 
themselves as imperialists. 

“On the contrary,” he says brightly. “I was 
a liberator.” 

Any suspicions that Nigerians or Arabs or 
Cypriots might not see it that way gets short 
shrift as Caradoa shifts in his chair, impecca- 
ble and tropical in .double-breasted blue blaz- 
er, poplin trousers, blue necktie with polka 
dots, very tightly knotted. 

He is not immune to ironies, however. 

“During the student rebellions in Palestine 
1 was the British officer In charge of Nablus. I 
exiled one student leader named Akram Zu- 
katar to a tiny desert town, way to the sooth 
of us, named Auja A1 Hafir, a major punish- 
ment. One day at the United Nations a man 
came toward me, arms outstretched to em- 
brace me. It was him. Later rax I sent him a 
little rhyme I’d written: The youthful Akram 
did not fear/ exile in Auja A1 Hafir . . ” 

Yearly Visits 

And all attempts to be modest about Brit- 
ish successes in retreating from world domin- 
ion are betrayed by a delightfully ghastly gri- 
mace when he rolls his eyes to mauen and 
says: “The Belgians . . ." 

Nowadays, he makes yearly visits to friends 
in Jamaica and Arabia, touching down now 
and then in Africa, lecturing at American col- 
leges — be has just visited two old favorites, 
he says: Sl Olafs in Minnesota, and Cente- 
nary College in Shreveport, La. He's done 
stints at Harvard and Princeton, lecturing and 
persuading in his touch of a West Country 
accent 

And there's his new campaign on Rhodesia, 
he being a Laborite and the new Tray govern- 
ment leaning toward accepting the recent 
elections, “when we have this splendid oppor- 
tunity to deal with h at the meeting of the 
Commonwealth this August.” 

The Common wealth? It would 
now, to dismiss the clout of the British 
monwealth as a convenient political fiction, 
except that Lord Caradon's exuberance will 
not be contained, he already has his political 
strategy mapped out. He is going to go to the 
foreign minister of the Conservatives, the par- 
ty of Churchill, and raise that vexy ghost. The 
existence of die Commonwealth depends on 
it

lution of the British Commonwealth!”
